DISTINGUISHED PARTY AT 
WHITE HOUSE CEREMONY. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—Pregident 
Roosevelt today pressed the gold key by 
which the electrical circuit was broken, re- 


leasing the giant power at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition at St. Louis, putting 
in motion the 40,000 horsepower machinery 
and the fairylike cascades on the Exposi- 
tion grounds. The ceremony occurred 1n 
the @ust room of the White House, pre- 
Cigely at 1 o'clock, eastern standard time. 
As the President. pre the key the third 
Batiery of United tes Arislery, sta- 
tioned on the grounds o 
monument, south of the: White Mouse; tired 
a national sajute of 2] ns. , 
_.Congratulatofy mesagés were then ex- 
changed between the President and David 
Francis, president ef the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. 

The historic ceremony was witnessed by 
a notable assembp.age. Among those who 
were guests of the President in the east 
room were the members of the cabinet, ex- 
cept Taft, who is in St. Louis as the per- 
sonal represcutative of the President; the 
chief justice and associate justices of the 
supreme court of the United States; Sena- 
tor Frye, president pro tem. of the Senate; 
Speaker Cunnon of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, ambassadors, ministere and 
other representatives of foreign govern- 
ments at this capital, the Missouri delega- 
tiomin the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives und prominent persons in the 
Vurious velks of civil life. 

The Marine Band was stationed in the 
vestibule of the White House and rendered 
a suitable program immediataly precedi 
yste subsequent to the ceremony in the eas 
oom. 

A half-hour before the actual opening of 
the great Fair the invited guests were as- 
sembling in the Bast room. The arrange- 
ments had been completed for the cere- 
mony. The telegraphic facilities were in- 
stalled under the supervision of Maj. Ben- 
amin F. Montgomery of the United States

The 
key and dias have been in the possession 
of General Greeley, president-general of 
the Sons of the American Revolution. 

At the table, arranging the preliminaries 
of the event, were Maj. Montgomery and 
W. Smithers, the chief operator of the 
White House. The St. Louis end of the 
circujts was directed by P. .

Enlarged Union Station, With In- 
creased Force, Meets All Re- 
quirements of Vast Throng.

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THRONG AT GAT 
HANDLED EASILY 


First Crowds at Entrance Pass Within 
Grounds With Promptness Be- 


yond Expectation. 

The ease and expedition with which the 
crowds were handled at the various World’s 
Fair entrances this morning exceeded all 
expectations. There was not at any gate 
even as much delay as occurs in the lobby 
of a theater. 

When the gates at the main entrance 

ere opened, between 12,000 and 15,000 per- 
sons thronged the plaza between the Wa- 
bash elevated tracks and the turnstiles. 

In 2% minutes after the turnstiles began 
to click every one of this first crowd was 
inside the grounds. 

The street cars and steam roads were 
working without a hitch, and a ste: idy line 
of Transit cars went swinging around the 
loops from 7 o'clock on. 

The cars unloaded as rapidly as they 
came upon the loop, and their passengers, 
passing out into the plaza leading to the 
main entrance, found ample room for their 
passage under the Wabash tracks and to 
the gates. 

The Wabash shuttle trains, which began 
to run at 8 o'clock, were as well handled, 
although the crowds thus carried were 
much smaller than those which came on 
the trolley cars. The passengers were un- 
loaded on the platform to the south of the 
main Wabash track and east of the plaza 
leading to the main entrance. The two 
crowds were so handled that there was 


no confusion whatever between them 

No congestion occurred at the turnstiles 
for paid admissions, but the time taken to 
sign passes caused lines to form at the 
pass gates frequently. Disputes about em- 
ployes’ passes, which were not accepted 
after 8:30 o'clock, also caused delays, Al. 
persons who tried to use these passes 
after that = were sent to the labor 
bureau. 

Some inconvenience was experienced ear- 
ly in the morning because of the limited 
number of ieiket-oelline booths at the main 
entrance. Only seven of these booths were

CZAR’S FRONTAL LINE 
IS A MENACE TO INDIA 


England Fears That Ultimate Purpose 
of the Emperor Is to Secure Posses- 
sion of Eastern Territory Which 


She Now Holds. 


LONDON, April 24—‘India is like a for- 
tress, with a vast sea as a moat on two 
sides and mountains on the third. Beyond 
the walls is a glacis of varying breadth 
and @imensions. We do not want to oc- 
cupy it, but we cannot afford to see it 
occupied by a foe. 

“We are quite content that it should re- 
main in the hands of allies and friends, 
but if unfriendly influences creep up and 
lodge under our walis we are compelled 
to intervene, because our danger would 
thereby grow up and menace our security. 
That is the secret of the whole position in 
Thibet.’’ 

Thus spoke Lord Curzon in discussing 
the increasing range of England's responsi- 
bility in Asia in the Indian council on the 
last day of March. One day later came 
the news that the British political -mis- 
sion led into Thibet by Col. Younghusband 
had been engaged in a desperate encoun- 
ter with Thibetans, who sought®to sweep 
back the expedition. 

“The British government cannot acqul- 
esce in any change in the status quo in 
Thibet or countenance any attempt on the 
part of any foreign government to estab- 
lish a predominant interest there.’’ 


‘Invasion Reveals 
British Plan. 


Exactly two weeks after Lord Curzon 
had spoken in Calcutta, Mr. Brodrick, the 
British secretary of war, made the fore- 
going declaration in the House of Coffimons. 
In addition, he declared that if any power 
was to be predominant in Thibet that 
power must be Great Britain. Simultane- 
ously with Mr. Brodricks announcement 
of British policy came the news of fur- 
ther opposition to Younghusband's expedi- 
tion, which resulted like the first battle in 
frightful loss to the Thibetans. 


Add to these facts the permission to send 
Indian troops into Thibet, granted by the 
i British government, and the fact that Gen. 
Macdonald has already left with. re-en- 
forcements for Col. Youn husband, and 
there is no longer any poss bility of con- 
cealment of the truth—that the supposedly 
peaceful political mission into the unkown 
country of Thibet is a plain and unmistaka- 
ble warning to Russia that England will no 
longer permit the stealthy efforts which em-

Owing to confusion about the hotels, 


which were crowded as they never have 
been before, some difficulty was e¢n- 
countered in gathering the various delega- 
tions together and it was after 9 o’ciock 
before the start was made to the World's 
Fair grounds. 

Gov. Dockery, accompanied by Finis E. 
Marshal, vice-president of the National 
Bank of Commerce; M. T. Davis, chairman 
of the Missouri World’s Fair commission, 
and the members of his military staff, were 
the first to depart. 

They were followed about fifteen minutes 
later by the congressional party, which was 
made up a8 follows: 

J. A. Tawney and wife, Minnesota; C. L. 
Bartlett and wife, Georgia; J. A. Hughes 
and wife, West Virginia; H. A. Van Voor- 


hees, Ohio; H. D. Clayton, Alabama; H. A.

Some delay was occasioned by the ab- 
sence of Mr. Tawney, who was found after 
a ten minutes’ search. 

“We are waiting for you,” remarked one 
of the congressman. 

“Oh, was preparing my speech,” re- 
plied Mr. Tawney. “Don't forget about 
the nineten centuries of human progress,” 
Sang out a chorus of voices, and the pro- 
cession of carriages to the Exposition 
grounds moved away. 

Gov. J. K. Toole of Montana, with the 
members of his personal staff and several 
prominent citizens of the mountain statc, 
left the hotel shortly afterwards. 

The New York delegation, headed by 
BE. H. Harriman, chairman of the com- 
missioners, were Sauitiossty attired in 
frock coats and shining silk hats.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Reports have 
reached the state department, the 
sources of which the officials do not 
eare to divinge. to the effect that a 
great battle has been fought on the 
Yalu river, resulting in a complete Jap- 
mnese victory. The details are unobtain- 


The Japanese legation here has no news 
confirming these reports, but the matter 
lias aroused intense interest in official cir- 
elés. Reports which have from time to 
time reached the Washington government 
from ite agent in the fleld indicated that 
the two great armies would not come into 
touch before May i, and that what has 
heretofore occurred was nothing more than 
an outpost skirmish and collisions between 
scouting parties. 

Tt is believed now, however, that weather 
Conditions in Manchuria have improved suf- 
ficiently to facilitate the movements of 
troops and artillery and that the two van- 
Suards have consequently come together a 
few days in advance of the expected date. 


KAUPANG-TZE, Manchuria, April 3, 1 
% m.—The first hattle of the war is per- 


sistently reported to have occurred on the 
Yalu river. Sixteen thousand anese 
crossed the stream Thursday and attacked 
thirty thousand Russians, were strong- 
ly fortified. 

It is rumored this morning that the Jap- 
anese were reinforced, and thatythe battle 
continues. The Japanese sharpshooters 
killed many Ruusian officers whose uni- 
forms were econgspicuous.
